The indictment was retruned 
be­ 
cause of an alleged libelous article 
that appeared in Dale’s newspaper 
holding Judge Dearth and 
other 
public officials responsible for vice 
conditions in Muneie— the same a r ­ 
ticle that was responsible in 
p a rt 
for the impeachment of Dearth, now 
on trial before state senate. 
Dale came into Muneie a t six o’­ 
clock last night from his “ exile” in 
Fort Recovery, Ohio, where he 
has 
been resisting extradition 
several 
weeks. Another w arrant issued by 
Dearth charging him with contempt 
of Dearth’s court has 
not 
been 
served. 
Dale was at liberty this afternoon 
under $3,000 bond. 
Fight Muncie men. including John 
A Vats on, form er 
city 
engineer, 
signed his bond. 
The arrest came this 
morning 
when Sheriff Harry B. McAulev and 
a depntv ealled at Dale’s home and 
escorted him to the sheriffs office j fool 
where Dale is being detained in lieu 
of $3,000. 
Dale 
has feared coming to In­ 
diana, while Dearth was on 
the 
bench, he said, believing he 
could 
not get justice in

but when he learned his child

It was estimated that nearly 350,- 
909 union miners 
will drop 
their 
tonight in western Pennsylvan­ 
ia, < )hio, Indiana, Illinois and Iowa 
when their wage contract expires. 
Foal mining will continue in many 
of tlit1 outlying bituminous districts 
and in some of the mines within the 
central competitive fields. 
The output of these mines, added 
to that of mines in non-union terri­ 
tory, will bring 
strong 
economic 
pressure to hear on the 
operators 
for early settlement of the 
wage 
controversy it was predicted here. 
Union leaders believe that if the 
operators of the central competi­ 
tive fields keep their mines 
closed 
for a considerable period their m ar­ 
kets will be taken over by coal from 
territory unaffected by the 
shut­ 
down. 


Responsibility for the

Improved methods 
of 
collecting 
I delinquent taxes and changing 
tin* 
fees for. making such collections, are 
contained in a new law passed 
by 
the state legislature recently, 
and 
copies of the law have been sent to 
all county treasurers. 
Howard Kwbank, 
treasurer 
of 
Bush county, has received his copy 
of the new law, and is preparing to 
follow out the instructions soon a f ­ 
ter the first .Monday in 
May 
has 
p a s s e d , and all taxes at that 
time 
become delinquent. 
The new law changes certain sec­ 
tions of a form er law 
passed 
in 
1910, and establishes new rates for 
fees in making- collections by 
the 
county treasurer of all delinquents. 
In addition, the new law 
gives 
the county treasurer the right, as a 
county official, either at his 
own 
orders or from orders ot tin* county 
commissioners, to turn over to 
the 
prosecuting attorney, tin* list of de­ 
linquents, who have property t hat 
can be levied upon in some 
other 
state. 
The prosecuting attorney, accord­ 
ing to the new law, must file a suit 
to attach such property outside 
of 
the state, and the prosecuting 
torney receives 25 percent of 
delinquent taxes collected in 
mn nner. 
This is one of the most important 
changes in the law, as 
h eretofore,; 
the county treasurer could not 
go 
outside of tin* state to collect or le- 
vv on pro pert w to meet local 
taxes 
in Indiana. 
The new law sets out that 
the lirst Monday in May and 
vein her, the treasurer shall or 
tficr in person or by deputy, 
every persons named in the tax d u ­ 
plicate, who resides in the county, 
and who has not .paid 
the

Vegetable Garden Plans 


By E. R. Lancashire 
Horticultural D epartm ent, Purdue University 


A well planned 
, and 
carefully 
tended garden is one of I lie 
most 
pleasant and satisfying pieces 
of 
work in which the city or suburban 
family can utilize its spare 
time. 
If tIk* soil is properly prepared and 
a little attention is given the g a r­ 
d e n as required, the work need not 
become a burden on the members of 
the household. 
(If the several types of gardening, 
t h e baek-yard garden 
is 
p r o b a b l y 
th e most important, bee au> o it 
is 
more intimately a s s o c i a t e d with the 
home. It thero is any c h o i c e in 
the 
selection of the garden s it e , 
avoid 


s h a d y lo c a t i o n s . The closer to 
the 
house the garden is th e m o r e eare it 
receives and like everything else, it 
resijHmds to careful attention. 
Almost any kind of soil, unless it 
is composed of bricks or s t o n e s , can 
he used for gardening if it is prop­ 
erly handled. A soil should he 
well 
drained. The use of tile is p r a c t i c a l 
where natural drainage is not avail­ 
able. A 
water supply 
should 
he 
available so that it may he irrigated 
during prolonged drought. 
M anure is the best general ferti­ 
lizer for vegetables and should 
he 
used freely. Apply in the fall 
and 
plow under a t that time. 
If 
not 
available until spring, well 
rotted 
manure is preferable. 


The liberal use of 
manure 
will 
build up a n y soil in a few years to 
a point where it will he easily 
and 
profitably worked. A p p l i c a t i o n s

Well planned gardens have

j rows. These rows should run north 
and south, in order that an 
equal 
distribution of

be ob­ 
tained. it is also well to group 
the 
different vegetables which are to be 
planted at the same date so 
that 
the gardener may prepare a 
solid 
i s e c t i o n of the garden for 
planting 
! at one time. The groups of plantings 
| should sta rt at one side of the g a r­ 
den and gradually extend 
to 
the 
other side as the season advances. 
Weed control in tjie unplanted part 
is made easier by so planning.

Authorized to Levy on, Delinquent 


Taxpayers Owning Property Out- 


side the State 


Improved methods of collecting 


delini|iic.nt taxes and changing the. 
fees for. making such col lections, are 
contained in a new law passed 
by 


{be state legislature recently, 
and 


copies of the law have been sent to 
all county treasurers. 


Howard Kwbank, treasurer 
of 


Rush county, lias received bis ^eopy 
of the new law. and is preparing to 
follow out the instructions soon -af- 
ter the first Monday in 
May 
has 


passed, and all taxes at th'at 
time 


become delinquent. 


The new law changes certain sec- 


tions of a former law passed 
in 


791.0, and establishes new rates for 
fees in making' collections by 
the 


county treasurer of all delinquents. 


In addition, the new . law 
gives 


the county treasurer the right, as a 
county official, either at his 
own 


orders or from orders of the county 
commissioners, to turn over to the 
prosecuting attorney, the list of de- 
linquents, who have property t hat 
can lie levied upon in, some 
other 


state. 


The prosecuting attorney, accord- 


ing to the new law, must Hie a suit 
to attach such property outside of 
Hie stale, and the prosecuting 
at- 


torney receives -5 percent of 
the 


delinquent taxes collected in 
this 


manner. 


This is one of the most important 


changes in the law, as 
heretofore, 


the comity treasurer could not 
go 


outside.of the state to collect or le- 
vy on propertjtto meet local taxes 
in Indiana. 


The new Jnw sets out thai 
after 


the' first Monday in May and 
No- 


vember, the treasurer shall call, ei- 
(Ijer in person or by deputy, upon 
every persons named in the tax du-

Vegetable Garden Plans 


By E. R. Lancashire 


Horticultural Department, Purdue University 


A well planned . and carefully 


tended garden is one of the 
most 


pleasant 
satisf \iiiy 


work in which the 
familv can utilize 


city or suburban 
its spare 
time. 


If the soil is properly prepared and 
a little attention is given the gnr- 
den as required, the work need not 
become a burden on the members of 
the household. 


()!' the several types of gardcnin, 


the back-yard garden 
is probably 


the most important, because it 
is 


more intimately associated with the 
home. If there is; any choice in 
the 


selection of the garden site, avoid 
shady Ideations. The closer to 
the 


house the garden is the more care it 
receives and like everything else, it 
responds to careful attention. 


Almost any kind of soil, unless it 


is composed of bricks or stones, can 
be used for gardening if it is prop- 
erly handled. A soil should be 
well 


drained. The use of tile is practical 
where natural drainage is not avail- 
able. A water supply 
should 
he 


available so that it may be irrigated 
during prolonged drought. 


Manure is the best general ferti- 


lizer for vegetables and should be 
used freely. Apply in the fall 
and 


plow under at that time. 
If 
not 


available until spring, well 
rotted 


manure is preferable. 


The liberal use of 
manure will 


build up any soil in a few years to 
a point where it will he easily 
and 


profitably worked. Applications 
of 


acid phosphate should be 
made 


yearly, using a pound per 100 square 
feet of soil. This can be scattered 
after plowing and harrowed into the 
soil. 


Work soils when there is no dan- 


ger i>f puddling thorn. Soils should 
he worked as soon as they are dry 
enough to crumble 
easily.

shallow cultivation gives the 
best 


*»—.;. 


results under Indiana 
conditions. 


The object of,cultivation is to des- 
troy weeds, and this is accomplished 
easiest by never allowing them 
to 


get started. 


Well planned gardens have 
the 


vegetables 
arranged in 
straight 


rows. These rows should run north 
and south, in order that an 
equal 


distribution of 
light may 
he ob- 


tained. It is also well to group the 
different vegetables which are to be 
planted at the same date so 
that 


the gardener may prepare 
section of the garden for 


a 
solid 


planting 


at one time. The groups ofl plantings 
should start at one side of the gar- 
den and gradually extend 
to 
the 


other side as the season advances. 
•Weed control in the implanted part 
is made easier by so planning.
